The migration of huge wholesale stores 
from the loop district ef Chicago to outlying 
sites, where more room and batt er shipping 


faciiities can be found, goes steauily on. 


Another large concern, it was learned yes- 
terday, will move this year, This is Sprague, 
Warner & Co., wholesale grocers, long at 
Michigan avenue and Randolph street. The 
concern will move to a spacious tract on the 
east bank of the Chicago river, extending 
from Erie street to Chicago avenue, a site 
three blocks long. It also became known 
that the site which Montgomery Ward & c 
have chosen lies across Chicago avenue, im- 


mediately to the north of the new Sprague- 


Warner property. 

By leaving the congested heart of Chicago 
these houses will accomplish many economies 
in’ the operation of their business. The new 
warehouses which they will build will com- 
municate directly with rail and water trans- 
portation. There will be an end to the delays 
incident to wagon freighting through the 
overcrowded streets. There will be lesa like- 

Uhood of expensive wrangles with the 
teamsters’ union. 


Can Use Lighters and Cars. 

Goods will be taken into the stores from 
freight cars which will traverse the plants. 
Shipments will be made by lighters on the 
river to warehouses of other concerns or of 
railroads which do not have lines to the site. 
The tunnel will complete the transportation 
facilities, enabling the stores to send mer- 
chandise to many city customers without 
utiliging expensive teams. 

In the Sprague, Warner & Co. tract there 
will be approximately 125,000 square feet. 
It is the intention of the company to get all 
the property between Chicago avenue and 
Erie street and between the river and Rob- 
erts street. The greater portion of this has 
been acquired already and negotiations are 
urder way for the purchese of the remain- 
der. 

The strip is 180 feet wide at Erie street 
an 120 feet wide at Chicago avenue. Its 
extreme length is more than 800 feet. The 
tracks of the Milwaukee and St. Paul rail- 
road run past it. Roberts street, on the

In the Montgomery Ward & Co. plans the 
old Shufeldt distillery property forms the 
nucleus of the new site. It has been Known 
for some time that this firm was preparing 
to get larger quarters. 


Country Business to Move First. 

The first. move of Sprague, Warner & Co. 
will be the erection, during this year, of a 
six story warehouse with a ground area of 
70,000 square feet. It will be built along the 
river line and will be connected with railroad 
tracks. 

As soon as this structure is ready for oc- 
cupancy the country business of the firm will 
be transferred to it. Other departments will 
follow as rapidly as possible, it being esti- 
mated that the transfer will be completed in 
a little over a year. 

Members of the firm say it is impossible at 
present to state the cost of the new invesat- 
n.ent, as all the land is not yet acquired. 

The buildings now occupied by the firm will 
be given up wholly. Sprague Warner & Co. 
own the fee and the five story buildings, with 
a frontage of 191 feet in Michigan avenue, 
and nearly the same, less an alley, in Ran- 
dolph street. The warehouse was erected in 
1872, immediately after the fire of 1871. 


Present Quarters Outgrown. 

In these quarters the concern has trans- 
acted its business since the bulldings were 
put up. The business long ago outgrew the 
structures, and to handle its goods the firm 
was forced to put its shipping department 
practically on the sidewalk. Merchandise 
has been handled in this awkward and ex- 
pensive fashion for @ decade. 

“The future of the old property,“ a mem- 
ber ef the firm sald, depends on the future 
of Michigan avenue. We have no definite 
plans now, beyond the decision to give up 
the old stand for good. If the proposed bou- 
levard link is put through, that part of Mich- 
igan avenue might become avallable for great 
retail stores or office buildings.” 

The conditions which have proved unsatis- 
factory to the grocery house have induced 
Montgomery Ward Co. toseek new quarters. 
The mall order house is hemmed about with | 
office buildings and retail stores, and all 
good@ must be moved by wagon. There is

He is competent in many Ways to teach a 
bible class, but when it comes to veracity 
he is only 85 years old. I'm 70 years oid. I 
have been famillar with veracity twice as 
long as he has. 


Real Point to Hatchet Story. 

And the story about George Washington 
and hie little hafchet,”’ continued the speak- 
er, “also has been suggested to me in these 
letters in. a furtive way, as if I needed some 
of George Washington and hi@hatchet in my 
Why, dear me, they overlook 
the real point of that story. The point isnot 
the one that usually is suggested. You can 
readily see that. The point is not that George

Now, the idea that his father was 
overjoyed when he told little George he would 
rather have him cut down 1,000 cherry trees 
than tell a lie is all nonsense. What did he 
really mean? Why, that he was absqlutely 
astonished that he had a son who had a 
chance to tell a He and didn't. 


Making of a Poet. 

„Mark said he always had taken an in- 
terest in young people who wanted to become 
poets. He remembered that he was partiou- 
larly interested in one budding poet when he 
was a reporter ona newspaper. This young 
poet’s name wae Butter. Mark was out 
of a job, and Butter came around to him one 
day and said disconsolately that he was 
going to.commit suicide—that he was tired 
of life, not being able to express bis thoughts 
in poetic form. Butter asked Reporter 
Clemens what he thought of the idea. Said 
the speaker:

MUTINY ON u. S. CRUISER 
QUELLED BY QUICK ACTION. 


Sailors on the Marblehead Become 
Ugly on Southern Cruise, but Are 
Subdued by Officers. 


San Diego, Cal, Feb. 7.—It is stated on what 
is believed to be good authority that a condi- 
tfon of mutiny existed among the sailors of 
the cruiser Marblehead, while on its recent 
trip in southern waters. The Marblehead, 
Capt. Mulligan, reached this port today and 
anchored apart from the other vessels or 


the Pacific squadron now in thie harbor. 


Although the trouble is said to have been 
brewing for some time, it did not become 
acute until the vessel arrived at Pichilinque 
bay. There the men openly shirked work, 
and Commander Mulligan was foroed to 
read them the articles of war covering mu- 
tiny. 

According to the Stories told. by the blue 
jackets, they have had practically no shore 
leave since the cruiser arrived at San 
Francisco from Port Angeles two months 
ago. When the Marblehead came to San 
Diego three weeks ago shore leave here was 
expected, but again refused. The blue jackets 
complained because the commander ordered 
what they termed a “ penitentiary hair cut,” 


‘and because they did not have enough fresh 


vegetabies, and because their pay was not 
forthcoming on pay day. 
At Piohilinque bay, the sailors say, while 


nobody refused to Coal the ship, most of them 


worked so leisurely that the job took five 
days instead of one, and much of the coal 
with which the Marblehead was charged was 
@umped into the sea instead of into the bunk- 


ers. Offensive mottoes, it ie said, were writ- 


ten on the coal cars. 

Punishments of various sorts were meted 
out with a liberal hand, and when the vessel 
arrived at San Diego today it brought a thor- 
oughly exasperated crew. The greater num- 
ber of the men have only three or four 
months to serve, and they declare they will 
not reship. 

The story of the trouble on the Marble- 
head lo obtained wholly from members of 
the crew, but the versions of the affair given 
by them tally closely with each other. Vom 
mander Mulligan declined flatly tonight to

Resigns His Position as Superin- | 
tendent of Street Cleaning. 


SALARY. INCREASED 35,400. 


Will Head Private Firm—-Commission- 
er Patterson Deplores His Loss, 


Richard T. Fox, superintendent of street 
and alley cleaning for the city, resigned his 
position yesterday and will leave the employ 
of the cit} next Saturday. Mr. Fox's ap- 
pointment to the position for a sixty day 
term and hie later permanent appointment to 
the place aroused much dissension in munic- 
ipal circles. This had not entirely died out 
when he resigned. 

Mr. Fox will become president of the Con- 
tracting Westumite company, 1580 Old Col- 
ony building, a corporation which manufac- 
tures a process for dust laying on streets and 
roadways, which recently had proven suc- 
cessful in tests made on the Midway plais- 
ance. He will receive a salary of $9,000 a 
year in his new positiqn, as compared with 
$3,600, which was the salary paid by the city. 

Deplores Loss of Mr. Fox. 

Commissioner of Public Works Patterson, 
who was anxious to retain Mr. Fox as head 
of the street cleaning bureau, declared in 
the afternoon that the latter's resignation 
was an example of the absurd position 
of the city in attempting to secure capable 
men at a low salary, and in trying to retain 
them in the city’s service when private cor- 


This emphasizes the old point that a 
modern municipality makes mistakes in un- 
derpaying {ts employés, This practice is poor 
economy. I do not conceal from you that the 
olty street cleaning will suffer, for a time at 
least, by your absence, the commissioner 
said, in accepting Mr. Fox's resignation. 

I wish to thank you in the name of the 
city for the efficient work which you have 
done in the performance of your work and the 
improvements that you have instituted.” 


, Source of the Dissension. 

The dissension caused by the first appoint- 
ment of Mr. Fox was caused by the action 
of the ward superintendents, who objected 
to his appointment as a temporary employé. 
They took the question into the courts and 
attempted to bar him from the civil service 
examination. The civil service commission, 
however, held an original examination, which 
was boycotted by the ward surmorintendents. 
As a result, Mr. Fox passed at the head of 
the eligible list and was given the appoint- 
ment.

MAYOR MAY HALT | 
85 CENT GAS LAW. || 


Probably Will Ask Delay When 
Measure Comes Before 
Council Today. 


SEEKS FOR MORE LIGHT. 


Investigates South Chicago Com- 


pauy and Indianapolis 
City Plans.

There are breakers ahead for the 85 cent 
gas proposition when it comes before the 
council at a special meeting at 2:30 o'clock 
this afternoon. Mayor Dunne may request 
the postponement | lof action until an inquiry 
can be had into certain reports that the 
People's company is making arrangements 
to get gas at 9 cents a thousand feet. 

The developments in the gas situation in 
the last two days have encouraged the mayor 
in his opposition to the committee's terms 
with the gas Companies, and in furtherance 
of his demand for 75 cent gas at least. He 
is even considering the possibility of demand- 
ing a rate of 60 cents. 

The mayor had a conference with various 
advisers yesterday on the attitude he will 
adopt toward the committee measure, The 
names of the parties to the conference the 
executive declined to reveal. It was learned, 
however, that John ... Watson, the I. M. O, 
advocate, was thé principal adviser. 


Investigates 9 Gent Gas Report. 

The report that under the committee agree- 
ment, if passed, the People's Gaslight and 
Coke company,intended to purchase gas from 
the By-Products Coke company of South Chi- 
cago at 9 cents 4 thousand feet aroused the 
mayor to action. He called up the company, 
which is a branch of the Semet-Solvay com- 
pany, and asked for particulars. The com- 
pany replied that it would have about 2,000,- 
000 cubic feet of gas to dispose of daily and 
admitted that nqsodationn wore in progress 
with the People’s company. 

he mayor asked if it were true that 9 

nts was to be the price of this gas. The 
official at the other end of the wire said he 
was not sure, the contract which had been 
drawn already being in the hands of other 
officers of the cOmpany in Syracuse, N. . 
Later Supt. Pierce of the local plant wrote 
to the mayor saying the matter was “ still 
in an experimental stage with the People’s 
company, which is going to try to use our 
waste gas, depending on what can be done 
with it after they receive it, The ‘total 
amount that we expect to make will, of 
course, be a meré drop in theucket as com- 
pared with the requirements of the city of 
Chicago. If we deliver it to the People’s 
Gas company they will take it and do the 
necessary work of scrubbing, purifying, and 
enriching it before it can be used for any pur- 
pose by consumers, Our principal business 
is the manufacture of a metallurgical coke, 
both for blast furnace and foundry purposes. 

He said nothing about the 9 cent price. 


Watch Indianapolis Experiment. 

Another plece of information Which was 
discussed at the mayor's conference was 
that Indianapolis expects to manufacture 
and distribute gas at 60 cents a thousand 
feet. This report came out in connection 
with the decision of the United States Cir- 
cult Court of Appeals granting the city of 
Indianapolis thé right to take over certain 
privately owned gas plants and operate 
them. The plans for this municipal operation 
have been perfected so that Indianapolis city 
officiais were quoted as declaring a 60 cent 
rate feasible. 

Because of these two developments, which 
may be made the subject of continued in- 


vestigation, the mayor may ask the council to 


postpone action. 

“I have not decided what I shall do,“ said 
the mayor at the close of the day. ‘If it 
appears to me to be for the good of the city I 
shall ask the council to delay action. This is 
an extremely important matter, and these 
are important ‘developments. 

“Tf it is true that the company can get 
gas at 9 cents, the indication is that the cost 
of manufacture is considerably lower than 
that brought out in the unswern testimony 
before the committee. You must remember 
that all of that testimony) was uns worn,“ 
said the mayor, significantly. 


| Analyzes Cost of Product. 

“If the report is correct, the gas company 
expects to get one-sixth of its daily output 
at d cents. It costs around 20 cents to dis- 
tribute, thus bringing the total cost to less 
than 80 cents. It is evident, therefore, that 
we should proceed with caution before ac- 
cepting the & cent rate. I want to get 
some more information from this South Chi- 
cago company, and I want to verify, if 
possible, the report that Indianapolis is 


to have gas at 60 cents. Indianapolis is only 


200 miles from Chicago, and if they can 
make gas at that figure Chicago ‘ought to 
be able todo likewise.’ 

* What will you do with the 85 cent ordi- 
nance if the council passes it?’ the mayor 
was asked. 

“I can't discuss that point,“ he replied. 
“All I can say is that I want more light 
on the situation before acting.“ 

Under the agreement of the committee 
with the gas hies the 85 cent gas 
ordinance, if and signed before Feb. 
15, will tak effect from Feb. 1, thus saving 
$150,000 to the consumers. If the council fails 
to pass the measure this week this advan- 
tage is in danger of being lost. 


After Evanston Gas Company. 

The civic federation of Evanston is getting 
after the Northwestern Gaslight and Coke 
company, which supplies gas to that and 
other north shoresuburbs. The body has pe- 
titioned the Evanston council to investigate 
the company’s franchise, the charge having 
been made that its authority in the major 
part of the city has run out. 

The right to sell gas to other suburbs 18 
questioned and also the privilege of using 
the Evanston sewer system in connection 
with its plant, “so as to interfere with the 
proper drainage of the tributary territory 
~ as to pollute the waters of Lake Mich- 

an.“

PROPER GETS A STATUS, 


MADE CO-RESPONDENT IN THE 
RHOADES DIVORCE SUIT. 
Cross Bill Filed by Justice Names 
Wife's Attorney as Person Respon- 
sible for His Marital Jangles and 
Makes Eighteen Specific Charges 
Against Him — Lawyer Takes Of 
. Masonic; Charm .When Opponent 
Says He is Not Member of Order. 


The Rhoades divorce suit, which has been 
running for three weeks before Judge Mack, 
received a fresh lease on life last night. Al- 
bert H. Propper, attorney for Mrs. Hallie 
G: Rhoades, who seeks a decree, formally 
was made a co-respondent. Justice Edwin 
Rhoades filed a crose bill, alleging that Prop- 
per is responeible for his marital jangles.

‘yesterday in Washington by Dr. H. W. Wiley, 
‘chief chemist of the department of. agri- 
ieulture and one of the foremost advocates 
‘of matienal food legislation. 

On account of the lax laws regulating the 
and the lack of restrictions on 
the distribution of Impure milk the infant 
population is at the mercy of unscrupulous 
manufacturers and dalrymen, says the 
chemist. 

„We do not case anything about the milk 
‘we have left.at our homes or the condition 
under which it is produced, Dr. Wiley added. 
“There are a thousand and one possibilities, 


‘which might have combined to make what 


nature intended for a foéd the most virile 
poison that chemistry can produce. 

„have found that the foods we dafly con- 
sume are so fraught with germ life of a harm- 
ful nature that I am almost afraid to go to 
the table. The butter is painted, there is lit- 
tle other to be found anywhere. Canned 
goods are kept years and sold for the genuine 
article. I speak particularly of condensed 
milk. If we know nothing of the fresh milk 
we get, surely our knowledge is more limited 

to the prodyct that is put in cans. The 

intended us to resort to cans only to 

tide us over one. season, until green fruits 

could be had again, but the canneries don't 

know this. There is no law requiring them 

to stamp the date upon their goods; if they 
did it would Kill the sale.“ 


Plea of Manufacturers. . 


Fraudulent manufacturers are continually 
declaring that they should not be forced to 
tell what their products are and that they 
ought to be permitted to sell any food sub- 
stitutes they desire, so long as the substi- 
tutes are not injurious. They argue that 
the imitations are trade names. They con- 
tend that potted chicken has become a 
trade name for a compound of beef or veal, 
through years of unrestricted use, and as 
this veal is just as healthful as potted chick- 
en no law should interfere with their right 
to sell it as such. The same contention is 
made by the manufacturers of glucose and 
bolled hickory bark maple sirup,” 
„Mocha and Java coffee packers make 
the same kind of an argument. 

Aside from the sentiment of the thing, 
however, public health demands, in the belief 
of experts, a label that shall tell just what 
a manufactured food is made of.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 7.—John Findley 
Wallace, former chief engineer of the isth- 
mian canal commission, today concluded his 
testimony before the senate capal commit- 
tee, ex¢ept in relation to the type of canal, 
which will be taken up after the reports of 
the board of consulting engineers have been 
made public. He said the red tape necessary 
to the system involved in governmental work 
compelled him to favor the contract plan-of 
building of the canal in order to expedite its 
completion. He thought the man in charge 
of the work should be the undisputed head, 
with the governor of the zone second, and 
the man who has charge of the procuring 
of supplies and men third in authority. 

The present arrangements, he said, amount- 
ed te a chain of masters, with the chairman 
of the commission, an executive commis- 
sioner, Mr. Cromwell, Secretary Taft, and 
the president grading down to Mr. Stevens, or 
the man in ats charge of éperations on the 
isthmus. id Mr. Cromwell had been 
included as one of the masters for the reason 
that he seemed to have certain undisputed 
influence which entitled him to be classed in 
the chain.

After Pennsylvania Merger. 


Representative Gillespie of Texas pre- 
sented in the house last week a resolution 
calling upon the president to report all the 
facts in the knowledge of the interstate com- 
merce commission in regard to the so-called 
Pennsylvania merger. Simultaneously, Sen- 
ator Tillman presented in the senate a let- 
ter from Logan M.«Bullitt, president of the 
Red Rock Fuel company of Pennsylvania, 
stating that his company was the owner 
of more than 4,000 acres of valuable coal 
lands on the line of the Baltimore and Ohio, 
that that line had been directed by the in- 
terstate commerce commission to desist from 
discriminating against the Red Rock Fuel 
company in favor Of other shippers, and in 
favor of itself, or to furnish by Dec. 28 last 
a connection between the tracks of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio railroad, and its side tracks. 
The order of the commission has not been 
complied with and the Baltimore and Ohio 
has announced that it will not do so. 

The president sent to the house a report 
from the interstate commerce commission 
in answer to the Gillespie resolution, but it 
has failed to satisfy either republicans or 


democrats. Perhaps this is the reason why 
-Representative Townsend has taken such an 


interest in the matter. Representative 
Esch, who with Mr. Townsend prepared the 
original Esch-Townsend railroad bill, is un- 
derstood also to be among those who be- 
eve the alleged Pennsylvania merger should 
be made the subject of judicial proceedings 
by the government. Mr. Gillespie offered a 
resolution yesterday requesting the presi- 
dent to direct the interstate commerce com- 
mission to investigate the merger and re- 
port the facts to the house. Chairman Hep- 
burn of the interstate and foreign com- 
merce committee said today that he was in 
sympathy with the purposes of the reso- 
lution, but he did not propose to permit his 
committee to be used by men who had a 
grievance. But with the democrats and re- 
publicans agreed that action should be taken 
upon the Gillespie resolution, there is little 
doubt that Mr. Hepburn will have to give 
way and that his committee will consider the 
Gillespie measure just as soon as some other 
hearings already fixed are concluded, 


Proof of Law Violation. 


Proceedings by the department of justice 
would, of course, tend to dispose congress to 
go slow in taking legislative action. Rep- 
resentative Townsend said today that if the 
facts are as stated in a memorandum fur- 
nished by\Mr. Bullitt to himself and Mr. Gil- 
lespie, there is no doubt that a violation of 
the anti-trust law has occurred, 

President Roosevelt intends to talk with 
Attorney General Moody when the latter 
gets back to Washington in regard to the 
possibility of prosecuting the Pennsylvania 
merger and any other railroad combination 
which is in violation of the anti-trust law. 
The department of justice has not been aware 
of the combination of railroads named in the 
Gillespie resolution of inquiry. That resolu- 
tion, it may be said, was not carefully pre- 
pared. It asked the president to report to 
congress the facts known to the interstate 
commerce commission respecting the roads 
named: The thing that lies in the back- 
ground, and which is not covered by the res- 
olution, is that at the same time the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad acquired an interest in the 
Chesapeake and Oh the New York Central 
also acquired a practically equivalent inter- 
est, so that the New York Central and the 
Pennsylvania system together are under- 
stood to have an absolute control of the Ches- 
apeake and Ohio.

The interstate commerce commission 
claims it can do nothing more than it has 
done. It mad a thorough investigation of 
the complaint of Mr. Bullitt, and it issued an 
order to compel the Baltimore and Ohio to 
furnish the facilities required by the Red 
Rock Fuel company. The Baltimore and 
Ohio having refused to comply with the or- 
der of the commission, Mr. Bullitt, in accord- 
ance with the law, instituted proceedings in 
the Circuit court to compel observance. The 
commission would have taken this action had 
Mr. Bullitt failed todo so. The commission 
has nothing to do, of course, with the anti- 
trust law, and it is for the department of 
justice to act if it considers the facts jus- 


tify. it.

When asked why Castro 
had ordered the Frenéh cable office closed and 
the cable cut, he replied: 

It is money, money; merely a question of 
money.

In this letter he says: 

“It is absolutely untrue that any ulti- 
matum hag been presented to Mr. Balfour 
on this subject either by me or any one else. 
I have asked for a meeting of the party in 
order that there may be a frank and friendly 
discussion of the question, because to me It 
always seemed essential to successful lead- 
ership that the leader should be thoroughly 
and personally acquainted from time to time 
with the views and wishes of his followers.”’ 


“Kickers” to Be Kept in Party. 

After pointing out the wide divergence of 
views in regard to tariff reform hel by dit- 
ferent sections of the party, Mr. Chamberlain 
denied that an attempt was made to impose 
on Mr. Balfour as a condition for the union 
of the party the exclusion of those declinirg 
to accept the whole program of the tariff 
reformers. 

Continuing, Mr. Chamberlain discussed the 
reorganization of the party machinery, cot - 
tending that it should be decided whether the 
organization shell remain an autooratic and 
nonrepresentative body or whether it ought 
not to be strictly representative of the party 
as a whole. 

Answering the charge that the latter propo- 
gal to popularize the party is equivalent to an 
attempt to capture the machinery for the fur- 
therance of tariff reform, Mr. Chamberlain 
says this is an admission that the party if 
popularized would vote for tariff reform. 


Balfour Welcome as Leader. 

“My own belief,” he continued, “is that 
the great majority of the party, if not all, 
are perfectly ready to accept Mr. Baifour’s 
general leadership. I think it probable, how- 
ever, that the majority would welcome a 
declaration by Mr. Balfour which would 
show clearly that tariff reform will not be 
dropped, and which would indicate a definite 
and unmistakabk program for the future, to 
which they could give hearty support.”

Strong efforts continue to be made in be- 
half of the Castellane family to bring about 
the abandonment of the divorce suit begun 
by the Countess Boni (formerly Anna Gould), 
but up to the present the desired result has 
not been achieved. 

An attempt made to obtain the countess’ 
assent to a judicial separation without an 
absolute divorce has also been unsuccessful 
and probably the case will pursue the ordi- 
nary course, coming up for a hearing at no 
fixed date, but it is expected that it will be 
heard three weeks hence.

THE JUDGES’ 55 

Judge Freeman said the other day that the 
Cook county judges “ would be glad to 
change the system under which they work. 
The system which allows such a long time 
for the selection of a jury is a disgrace.” 
That is by no means the only disgraceful 
feature in the administration of criminal 
justice in Illinois, and particularly in Cook 
county, but it is one which has oh several 
occasions struck the public with special 
force, 

In a few 5 the judges will have an 
opportunity to set out in detail their objec- 
tions to the system under which they work 
when in the criminal court. The constitu- 
tion provides the opportunity. It makes it 
the duty of judges of courts of record in- 
ferior to the Supreme court to report to that 
court on or before the first day of June in 
each year such “ defects and omissions in 
the laws as their experience may suggest. 


judges to report to the governor by the 1st 
of January of each year such defects and 
omissions as they may discover and to sub- 
mit appropriate forms of bills to cure them. 

Doubtless a few months hence the Cook 
county judges will unite in a report portray- 
ing with warmth and vigor the intolerable 
defects in the laws regulating criminal pro- 
cedure—defects which have had more to do 
than all other causes with the prevalence 
of unpunished crime in Chicago. The judges 
must have chafed under their inability to 
respond to the popular demand for the 
prompt trial and speedy punishment of guil- 
ty men arraigned before them. They will

The paid agents 
of the law become the passive guarantors 
and patrons of erime. 

The two remedies are plain. One is the 
discharge of blind police officials, the other 
is the revocation of saloon licenses, Both 
used. Chief Collins should hold 
either the inspectors or the patrolmen pri- 
marily responsible for local order, and dis- 
order should then lead to separation from 
the service. He seems to have elected to 
hold the patrolmen thus responsible. He 
has issued a general command to the effect 
that patrolmen will be held accountable 
for conditions on their respective beats.

Without going into any lengthy, learned 
Gequisition on the subject, it may be men- 
tioned that, according to the most emi- 
nent genealogists in France, none of the Cas- 
tellanes now living has any right hat- 
soever to the titles which they bear, since 
the old De Castellane family, which played 
so great a role in the history of France from 
the time of the twelfth century, became 
extIhct towards the close of the eighteenth 
century through the death of its fast sur- 
vivor, that marquis de Castellane and count 
de Grignan who was the son-in-law of the 
famous Mme. de Sevinge.

At the time of the revolution there was at 
Toulouse, according to these genealogists, an 
untitled and bourgeois family, headed by a 


‘lawyer of the name of Castellane, whose 


sons during the Napoleonic wars in the early 
part of the nineteenth century took ad- 
vantage of the confusion reigning on the 
subject of titles; due to the execution of 
so many nobles, to the flight and emigra- 
tlon of others, and to the wholesale destruc- 
Uon of family archives, nobiliary patents, 
and anelogous papers, to coolly assume the 
titles of marquis and count belonging to 
the ancient and flustrious Provence family 
of Castellane, which, as I have pointed out 
above, had become extinct.. One of these 
Toulouse Castellanes distinguished himself 
as a soldier, and being among the earliest 
to tranefer his allegiance from Napoleon to 
the Bourbons after the restoration of 1814 
was permitted like many other generals who 
had ratted to retain the nobillary title 
which he had assumed. Anna Gould's hus- 
band is a great-grandson of this military 
marquis de Castellane, who died as a fleld 
marshal of France. The latter’s elder broth- 
ers followed his example and likewise as- 
sumed the title of marquis de Castellane. 
So that for a time during the urst half of the 
nineteenth century, there were no less than 
five marquesses de Castellane.

The senior branch of these Toulouse Cas- 
tellanes is the so-called Norante branch, 
headed by the Marquis Lionel de Castel- 
lane, who has two sons that frequently visit 
this country, one of them, Count Lionel de 
Castellane, being engaged in the wine busi- 
ness. Then there are the Esparron branch, of 
which the Marquis Hippolyte de Castel- 


| lane is the chief, and the Magastres branch, 


of which only Mile. Blanche de Castellane, 
daughter of the late Marquis Jules de Cas- 
tellane;, remains. Bon! de Castellane belongs 
to the so-called Novejan branch, the junior. 

It cannot be denied that many of this new 
lot of Castellanes have made brilliant mar- 
riages in the way of allying themselves mat- 
rimonially with the real old aristocracy of 
France. Thus they have become related in 
this way to the ducal houses of Broglie, of 
Babran, of De la Rochefoucauld, and ef Tal- 
leyrand, while Boni’s mother, a singularly 
charming ‘woman, belongs to the grand old 
French family of De Juigne. The relation- 
ships thus formed and the possession of 
money have contributed to cause the old 
aristocracy to ciose its eyes to the ques- 
tionable character of the title and ancestry of 
Count Boni, of his father, and of his broth- 
ers.

Lord Caithness, who arrived yesterday 
from England, is one of those peers of the 
British realm who entertain so pronounced 
a liking for this country and for ite peo- 
ple that they have established homes in 
the Uniteq States. The earl owns a large 
ranch tn North Dakota, where he sperds 
a considerable portion of every year, and 
he comes and goes so unobtrusively that few 
save his neighbors out in the west, or his 
friends in Chicago and New York, are made 
aware of his- arrivals and departures. 

The earl is the head of the Sinclair fam- 
ily, which is of most ancient origin, tracing 
its descent back to the year 875. It figures 
prominently on almost every page of Scot- 
tish history. Indeed, there are few names 
with more evil and sanguinary associations 
than that of the Sinclairs, The fourth peer 
of the line was perhaps the worst monster 
of his race. With the assistance of his cous- 
in, Lady Isabel Sinclair, he contrived to 
poison the earl and countess of Sutherland 
at a supper which he gave in their honor, 
and then coolly denounced his accomplice, 
testified against her, and witnessed her exe- 
cution. He next kidnaped young Lord Suth- 
erland, who was only 15, and forced 
him to marry his daughter, Lady Barbara 
Sinclair, a dame of uncertain age and more 
than questionable reputation. 

The present earl, who is unmarried, is the 
seventeenth of his Une, has no property in 
Great Britain, his only landed possessions 
being in this country, the fifteenth earl’s ex- 
tensive estates having passed at his death 
without issue to Sir James Buchanan of 
Craigend and to Murray MacGregor, an Aus- 
tralian, @s great-grandsons of the two 
daughters of the twelfth earl of Caithness. 
The sixteenth earl and father of the pres- 
ent peer was only very remotely related to 
the fifteenth earl, and was on exceedingly 
bad terms with him.

WALLACE GETS EVEN.

Former Engineer Wallace is having his day 
of triumph. It may be a short one, but whi-e 
it lasts he basksin the sunshine of it. Afew 
months ago he indicated a desire to drop his 
connection with the Panama canal. Whether 
he had good reasons for this he was not per- 
mitted officially to explain.

Wallace is having a chance to make a few 
remarks about the distinguished people who 
did not mince words when they had him and 
his conduct as a theme. This attitude has 
nothing to do with the merits of any real 
controversy. but bespeaks the usual Ameri- 
can love of fair play.

“ Miss Dolly Dollars,“ in which Miss Glaser 
and her company were seen last night at the 
Illinols, is a kind of modernized, redressed 
edition of Mistress Dolly Varden ’’ of two 
scasons ago. The modernizing process has 
robbed the principal maiden of some of her 
earlier charm, but this scarcely was avoid- 
able. It is a long leap from the days of the 
ge dan chair to this age of the motor car, and 
the grace and winsemeness which filled the 
story of the former Dolly's love affairs would 
not be exactly appropriate as accessories to 
the romance of a hoydenish heiress and a 
chauffeur. 

The book of Miss Dolly Dollars is typ- 
ically Harry B. Smithian in that many of 
the time honored devices of musical comedy 
are employed. But, nevertheless, it Is one 
of the best books he has turned out in re- 
Gent seasons. Not that its plot ie unusually 
ingenious or abundant, but its dialogue is 
bright and fairly well supplied with witti- 
cismsa, its lyrics are not mere doggerel, and 
it forms a basis for an entertainment which 
is merry and free from monotony and dull- 
ness. The performance lasts well on tothree 
hours and yet proves enjoyable throughout, 
and this without having recourse to the 
„ builders. up of most musical comedies. 
There are no specialties, no undue exhibition 
of the genus show girl, and the costumes, 
while tasteful and attractive, at no time as- 
sume the semblance of a dressmaker’s dis- 
play. These are but negative virtues, it is 
true, but for the absence of certain things 
the public nowadays must need be thankful.

Of Mr. Herbert's musical setting com- 
mendation can be only moderately warm. It 
is by no means one of his best achievements, 
the music of the first act being especially 
weak, both in melodic idea and in manmer of 
presentment. The second act is decidedly bet- 
ter, however, and several Of the numbers con- 
tained in it. will know speedy popularity.

MANY FINES ARE IMPOSED 
UNDER NEW SMOKE RULE. 


Twelve Violators Taxed from $10 to $50 
Each—Six of the Defendants Are 
Railroad Companies. 


The first prosecutions brought against of- 
fenders under the new smoke ordinance came 
up before Justice Gibbons yesterday. Twelve 
violators were fined from $10 to $50 and 
costs each, of which six were railroad com- 
panies. | . 

Smoke Inspector Busch testified that five 
engines belonging to the Pennsylvania rall- 
road had emitted dense clouds of smoke in 
the downtown district. 

“It is impossible for locomotives to stop 
smoking.“ shouted E. S. Willard, attorney 
for the railroad company. The railroads 
develop the country. Now, you cannot run 
engines without coal, and coal produces 
smoke. Therefore we ought not to be fined, 
for we are public henefactors.’’ 

Chief Smoke Inspector Schubert said they 
would have to obey the city ordinance the 
same as other people. A fine of $10 and costs 
was imposed for each of the five locomotives. 

The Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
company was fined $45 on four charges. 

The Illinois Tunnel company paid a $20 fine 
for two locomotives.

They said they were being 
worked to death“ All the strikers were 
colored men, and they were replaced quickly 
by; white men. 

The catering and management of the lunch- 
room and buffet under the exhibition floor 
ig in the Hands of Harry M. Stevens of New 
York, who did the same work for the New 
York automobile show and the Saratoga race- 
track. When he came here he advertised for 
help at $2 a-day and food. Help came in 
hordes, gréat, gaunt, himgry looking negroes, 
who went at the task as if ft were a picnic. 


Crowded Night After Night. 

It soon grew to more than a picnic, how- 
ever, for the little room in the basement was 
crowded night after night with people clam- 
oring for service. Yesterday the negroes, 
having eaten for five days as they had not 
eaten all winter, served notice that they were 
going to quit. 

asked them what the trouble was, 
said Mr. Stevens, but had some difficulty in 
finding out. Finally one big black fellow 
came to, mie and said: 

2 wd like you, Mr. Stevens, and there's 
plenty of food, but this ain’t no restaurant. 
Its a slaughter house. You are killin’ us 
with work. We can’t work fast enough to 
feed this mob, so we all are going to quit.“ 

Nothing would persuade them to stay. They 
looked at the crowds entering the doors and 
make a break for freedom. Mr. Stevens 
now has a hungry lot of white men from 
the streets, and is hoping that they will stay 
until Saturday night. 


Barker“ Makes Crowd Hungry. 

One accelerating feature to the hunger of 
the crowd is a colored man ina white coat 
and black cap, who gives programs away 
near the door. His voice crying, ‘“ Check 
room aud café in the basement; go right 
downstairs it you are hungry or want a little 
something to drink; gentlemen,” has started 
many who otherwise might not have found 
the place. 

More than 100,000 free admissions will be 
given out during the week, according to Gen- 
eral Manager Samuel! A. Miles’ figures, to 
manufacturers, their agents, and demon- 
strators,

Baltimore. 


URGES RIGHTS OF WOMEN. 


Declares Home Life of Today 
_ Nearest Ideal Which It Is 
Hoped to Attain. 


— 


Baltimore, Md., Feb. 7.—Dr. Anna Shaw at 
tonight's session of the national convention 
of women éuffragists made a stirring appeal 
for franchise rights for the fair sex, She de- 
clared woman's power in domestic, industrial, 
and political affairs was greater than ever 
and steadily was increasing, and the demand 
that she have a voice in deciding questions 
which affect her welfare was more urgent 
than ever, 

“While it is true that marriage and the birth 
rate have decreased within recent years,” 
declared Dr. Shaw, “ before the results are 
charged to the participation of women in in- 
dustry one must answer many questiona, 
AS a matter of fact, it is no new thing for 
women to be engaged in industrial pursuits 
From primitive times women have been great 
industrial factors, and modern economiv 
conditions, instead of introducing them toijin- 
dustries, have introduced to the world’s 
markets the multiform industries in which 
women from the earliest times have been, 
engaged, with ever widening circles of an- 
tivity, as inventive genius has developed and 
civilization progressed. 


Urges Women on Commissions. 


“If conditions surrounding their employ- 
ment are such as to make it a ‘ social ques- 
tion of the first importance,’ it is unfortunate 
that President Roosevelt did not see that 
women, the most deeply interested factor in 
the problem, should constitute at least a 
part of amy commission authorized to investi- 
gate it. 

“I trust that a resolution will be passed 
by this convention petitioning the govern- 
ment of the United States to place women 
upon every commission which investigates 
the conditions which so deeply affect their 
lives and the lives of their children. 

One Can but wish, with the recognized 
desire for ‘fair play’ and his policy of a 
square deal,’ it had occurred to the president 
that if 5,000,000 of American women are 
employed in gainful occupations, every prin- 
ciple of justice known to a republic would 
demand that these 5,000,000 of toiling women 
should be enfranchised to enable them to se- 
cure and enforce legislation for their on

In his best days, which 
were a matter of five years ago, Coney was 
one of the grand circuit stars, and his race 
for the Chamber of Commerce stakes at De- 
troit, in whith he was beaten after five heats 
by Game On, brougtt the horse before the 
public in a sensational manner.

FOR ATHLETIC REFORM IN EAST. 


Yale, Harvard, and Princeton Draft a 


New Set of Eligibility Rules—With- 
hold Them Until Ratified. 


— —„— 


New Haven, Conn, Feb 17.—[Special.J—At a 
conference of the ‘ big three of the vast) Yale, 
Harvard, and Princeton, today a new general ath- 
letie agreement was framed, Its contents were 
withheld. The delegates insisted at the close of 
the meeting they wished to return to their univer- 
sities and discuss the set of rules with their ath- 
letic committees before they anhounce them. The 
code must be ratified before it is announced. 

After discussione with the home faculties it fs 
possible the set of rules may be modified. For 
three hours the delegates went over the ground. 
The discussion In general hinged upon the eligibil- 
ity requirements, but several questions involve 
coaching and gate receipts. The technical playing 
rules were elminated from discussion. 

From the general attitude of the representatives 
after the conference it is evident that the most rad- 
ica! reforms instituted at Yale since athletics began 
to be controlled by the faculty, have been ordered, 
but the general opinion prevails the new code will 
not prove so radical in its articles as that adopted 
by the ‘‘ big nine kor ratification by its respective 
universities councils, which have split over its 
provisions.

These claims, 
it le said, aggregate-$500,000 and cover a 
period approximately equal to that since the 
injunction was granted, and the amount is 
80 much in excess of any claims for any like 
period before that the suspicions of the rail- 
roads were immediately aroused 

Both roads started an investigation, and 
the result was astounding even to rahroad 
officials, It became plain that these claims 
were merely an effort on the part of the 
shippers to procure their accustomed rebates 
in another form. Only about 10 per cent of 
the claims were found to be such as would 
pass muster in court. The shippers were no- 
tified that only the legitimate claims would be 
paid. They protested and threatened in vain, 
and then tried to collect imanother manner. 

The same claims for damages were filed 
with the Armour car lines and the Santa Fé 
refrigerator lines. Another investigation 
was carried on, and the refrigerator lines 
also refused to pay. 

The fruit shippers were angry and openly
